Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest forming a laminate by applying 
a polymer dispersion to a paper carrier with a smoothness of less than 175 
Bendtsen, drying it, and applying it to a paper core. While Vainio et al. discloses 
the smoothness of paper to which polymer is extruded should optimally be 
between 200 and 250 Bendtsen, it does not suggest 175 or lower, but rather 
teaches away since it indicates 200-250 is the optimum range and this is not for 
a polymer dispersion applied to paper but for an extruded polymer film. Absent 
art suggesting that less 175 Bendtsen roughness is known or conventional in the 
laminate arts, the claims are considered allowable.
